This Amendment accompanies aFirst Submission Under 37 CFR1.129(a) filed concurrently 
herewith. The First Submission Under 37 CFR 1.129(a) and this Amendment are being filed in 
accordance with the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences’ Decision on Rehearing dated 
29 April 2004 (Paper No. 50) in Patent Interference No. 105,055. In that Decision, the Board 
concluded that transitional Rule 129(a) practice was a proper avenue for the consideration of the 
patentability of claim 50 which Applicants had proposed during the interference.
